| Now that the Supreme Court has inval- 
| idated the Defense of Marriage Act—the 
| law that defined marriage as a union be- 
| tween a man and a woman—the Internal

Over the years nearby resi- 
dents have complained a 
number of times about 
unruly behavior, crowding, 
drinking, smoking, - trash, 
loud music, and dog waste. 
Beach cleanliness was of 
particular note as there were 
many complaints of litter 
and debris on the’ beach, over 
growth of weeds, trash bar- 
rels overflowing and overrun 
with bees and flies, and pet 
waste in and around the pub- 
lic beach area. 

The DPW increased raking 
activities at the beach to address litter in the sand and weed 
growth. The raking brought up glass and other debris that 
had been buried in.the sand over time. The feedback from 
beach patrons, lifeguards and other departments was that 
the beach was very clean this summer and pleasant to visit 
compared to prior years. 

Dogs are restricted from the beach from May ist through 
October ist however there are still issues with dog access 
after-hours. Total animal complaints have been reduced 
from five in 2013 to one in 2014, and staff reported less of an 
issue with having to clean up dog waste on the beach and 
adjacent beach areas. 

Chairman Judith O’Connell expressed what she felt about 
beach improvements overall saying, “I can speak for myself 
as a resident driving by there, that it’s much more aesthet- 
ically pleasing driving by.” 

As far as access for dogs, Chairman O’Connell added that, 
“We [the Board] do hear that people want to have a place 
for dogs.” 

The Board is still working on a resolution to finding a suit- 
able place for a dog park in Wilmington. 

The town established an Athletic Access Permit for athlet- 
ic triathalon-based organization TriFury to allow after- 
hours access to the public beach and the ability to swim past 
the designated public 
swim areas from the pub- 
lic beach under certain 
conditions.

n November 9, 1989 a wall that stood dividing 

the people of Germany for twenty-eight years 

was breeched ina night, as a result of a mis- 

take. One GDR leader misspoke, one guard on the 

~ }wall heard and interpreted the statement to mean 

‘that East Berlin residents could move freely to West 

: Berlin, and no one was stopped on that night, 
.|November 9. That’s history, folks. 

-I was a sophomore in high school watching it all on 

CNN. Six years later I was a college junior exploring 


‘Berlin, finally, for the first time. Arriving from_ 


Denmark into what was then known as Hauptbahnhof 
(now Ostbahnhof), the station was much further east 
than we anticipated, well inside what had been 
known as East Berlin. 

I was the designated German speaker in our tri- 
umvirate of travelers, so when we needed directions 
to Zoologischer Garten (Zoo Station of U2 fame), 
which was the transfer stop to the rather decrepit 
youth hostel we were staying in, I asked a nice look- 
ing, grandmotherly lady, as opposed to the neo-Nazi 
skinheads moving in packs. 

She was lovely and spoke English, like most 
Europeans. She helped us as best she could, as she 
lived in East Berlin and had never visited the West. 
Though the wall had come down five and a half years 
earlier, and Germany had been ‘reunified’ more than 
four years prior, she hadn’t' stepped foot on the west- 


ern side of that divide. We invited her to join us, she. 


politely declined, but we were blown away. Though 
millions has defected from East to West before the 
wall went up in 1961, and more than 100 died trying to 
run the gauntlet of guard dogs, machine-gun trip 
wires, land mines and fences as the wall was up, this 
gracious lady was not compelled.

I can tell anyone reading 
this that Wilmington Youth 
Hockey is a wonderful pro- 
gram filled with great kids, 
dedicated people, and top 
notch volunteers. Hockey in 
Wilmington is a passionate 
sport for all age groups, as 
evidenced by our 2 time 
State Champion High School 
boys team, as well as by the 


75 children enrolled in our 
Mite program (representing 
only 1 age group out of the 6 
within Wilmington’s youth 
program). Wilmington 
Youth Hockey is thriving, 
and can certainly be a huge 
reason why our High School 
teams stays competitive for 
years to come. Yet, each and 
every year in which my sons 
and I have participated, the 
available hours of ice time 
at our local arena has been 
reduced. If this trend contin- 
ues, the lack of facilities will 
increasingly hinder our abil- 
ity to teach and train our 
next generation of great 
players. This dream for our 
children will wither. Please 
do not let that happen.

Middlesex Sheriff Peter 
Koutoujian warned the pub- 
lic about a new wave of 
scam calls in which perpe- 
trators pose as law enforce- 
ment, threatening victims 
with arrest for failure to pay 
fictional debts. 

“We and our law enforce- 
ment colleagues in Acton, 
Lexington and Cambridge 
have been notified in recent 
days about numerous 
instances in which callers 
are fraudulently identifying 
themselves as members of 
those departments, the 
Middlesex Sheriff’s Office or 
the IRS, and are threatening 
victims with arrest for fail- 


ure to pay fictional debts,” 
said Middlesex Sheriff Peter 
J. Koutoujian. 

“In some instances the 
callers are managing to 
spoof the telephone numbers 
of my office or other law 
enforcement agencies mak- 
ing it appear as if the calls 
are coming from _ these 
departments.” 

In many of these cases - 
and in similar cases report- 
ed across the region in the 
last year - callers attempt to 
get victims to purchase 
MoneyPak or GreenDot 
cards from pharmacies or 
grocery stores in order to 
pay the fictional debt. They

indicate failure to do so will 
result in immediate arrest. 
“No legitimate law enforce- 
ment agency will ever 
threaten arrest over -the 
phone,” said Sheriff 
Koutoujian.

Additional research shows that 1 in 2 
men in the United States will be diag- 
nosed with cancer in their lifetime, 
which highlights the need for awareness. 

“Knowledge is power. Prevention is 
everything. Early detection is key.”

“Health Tips” webpage encourages men 
to “Know your numbers.” Tracking 
body mass index, weight, blood pressure, 
HDL (healthy) cholesterol, LDL

“It is all highly coordinated,” he said forcefully. “We are 
trying to take care of your health facilities.” 

As an example, Lahey Health recently opened and 
Emergency Center in North Woburn at Baldwin Park, a for- 
mer cancer site that has shifted to the Unicorn Park area of 
Stoneham. 

The Mass. costs, however, he adds, are about 40% higher 
than the national average. Massachusetts is also faced with 
a $5 billion increase in costs per year over the next 10 years, 
he continued. “Our task is to have to deliver quality care at 
a lower cost.” He notes the reports are everywhere but the 
hospitals must face an aging population and higher wages. 
“The cost now that averages out to $10,000 per year in ten 
years time will be $18,000 per year at this rate.” “It could 
mean someone’s whole paycheck.” 

In turn, Mass. has seen some 130 traditional hospital drop 
to 64 in recent years, he continued. He then lamented the 
announcement another community hospital, the Quincy 
Medical Center (Steward Health Care Systems) announced it 
was folding, following an announcement six months ago the 
North Adams Hospital also had to close. 


ring costs while i improving care 


The closings, he points out, forces people in Quincy to seek 
high-cost care at South Shore hospitals and Boston hospitals 
while North Adams residents now have to travel 30 miles to 
get care. 

The care/cost issue arose through Dr. Grant’s address. 
“I’m for keeping the community hospitals strong,” he told the 
Chamber members. “Lahey can lower costs,” he continued, 
referring to the higher costs of other area hospitals because 
of their status as “a teaching hospital.” 

He regards his 330 hospital beds in Burlington as a com- 
munity hospital effort, as well as having a new Emergency 
Room with enough size to treat a wide variety of ailments. 
“We were the only hospital in eastern Mass. that grew last 
year.” “We can export to community hospitals, too, and hope- 
fully lower costs. This will come with streamlining transfers 
and programs. We are supporting physicians in local commu- 
nities.” 

Electronic records 

The days and years for exchangeable electronic medica] 
records will also play a major role, he said, noting’ easy 
access by physicians would stop much duplication of effort 
and testing. He said Lahey Health has spent $200 million in 
this effort recently to upgrade the system. “It will result, too, 
in much better health care,” he added. The more specialized 
efforts with chronic diseases and behavioral problems will 
also be assisted by computerization “as physicians will get 
easy access to patients medical records.” “Also, we have 
research there to help them (the physicians).” 

Lahey Health is currently a $2 billion-plus organization 
but Dr. Grant insists “we need to grow.” “We should also not 
lose the fact of serving the people in the communities we 
serve.” Among his priorities were that 1. growth is essential, 
2. there should be a utilization of reductions of cost, 3. reim- 
bursement reductions and 4. hopefully, philanthropy being 
critical. 

“We do want to keep communities healthy; we do want to 
have low costs to be passed on.” In turn, he told the Chamber 
members of the local communities “to make it achievable to 
your business. We want to encourage you people to use your 
local facilities.” 

In Questions & Answers, he urged the business community 
to take a hard look at HMO costs over CPO costs and to 
examine plans carefully. He also felt new Governor-elect 
Charlie Baker has a good feel for the problem, having been 
involved for so long with the Harvard-Pilgrim Health plan. 

He reiterated at several junctures that the Winchester 
Hospital with Lahey Health “was a great thing:” He said he 
recognized their 102 years of strong health services and why 
such facilities and programs “could keep costs down.”

have’ committed suicide 
since 9/11. 

Cimaglia further addressed 
the crowd “May we always be 
ttumbly grateful to those 
brave American patriots who 
Suffeted and sacrificed for 
thé Glory of God and for the 
freedom of all Americans. To 
all our veterans we have a 
simple, but heartfelt mes- 
sage. Thank you.” He con- 
‘cluded before handing the 
podium over to other speak- 
ers,”“They’ve paid the price 
time ‘and time again.” 
»Cimaglia spoke of how the 
town and the Board of 
Selectmen are strong advo- 
‘eates'for veterans and veter- 
fanr services. In attendance 
were’Chairman of the Board 
Judith O’Connell, Michael

‘/Judith O’Connell spoke to 
the crowd “To all our veter- 
‘ans, we have a simple and 
respectful message of grati- 
tude and say thank you.”

Much of the information 
covered the timeline of the 
project. Between May and 
September 2012, the town 
voted to purchase the prop- 
erty and established the 
Yentile Farm Development 
Committee. Information 
gathering and initial per- 
mitting took place between 
October 2012 to April 2013, 
including the first commu- 
nity input survey with over 
1,000 participants, feedback 
from Elderly Services and 
Recreation Commission, the 
Wilmington High School 
Athletic Director and stu- 
dents, as well as input from 
various youth sports organi- 
zations. 

During that time, the 
Committee established a 
liaison with nearby Textron, 
researched comparable 
recreational sites and 
applied for and received an 
Order of Resource Area 
Delineation (ORAD) from 
the Conservation 
Committee and DEP with 
an understanding that the 
town needs to be aware of 
wetland boundaries. 

Between May 2013 and 
December 2013 ‘Town 
Meeting approved funding 
of $50,000 for the first phas- 
es of design. The 
Committee then developed 
and issued a Request for 
Proposal (RFP) for design- 
er services, and after inter- 
viewing candidates, select- 
ed design firm Waterfield 
Design. 

From January 2014 
through October 2014 the 
Committee conducted seven 
meetings, three Public 
Design Workshops attract- 
ing over 100 participants, 
and conducted community 
input surveys on the emerg- 
ing design with over 900 sur- 
veys completed. 

The Committee consid- 
ered, reviewed and revised 
six different designs, with 
various layouts, park ele- 
ments, and cost estimates. 
The issue of ‘ponding’ areas 
on the property was 
addressed through filing 
required documentation 
with the Army Corp of 
Engineers. The Committee 
received a Negative 
Determination of 
Applicability (NDA), which 
approves filling of said 
ponding areas. 

Also during this period, 
Town Meeting approved 


funding of $250,000 for addi- 
tional phases of design, and 
established a Fundraising 
Subcommittee to seek pri- 
vate donations for some 
construction costs, and 
approved Preferred Concept 
Design.

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Numbers continue to be a problem 
Cross-Country 
teams end seasons 
at Divisional Meet

WRENTHAM -_ The 
‘Wilmington High School 
Boys and Girls  Cross- 
Country teams wrapped up 
their seasons on Saturday 
morning at the MIAA 
Eastern Mass_ Divisional 
Championship Meets held at 
the Development Center in 
Wrentham. 

' The Wilmington Boys team 
firfished i in 19th place out of 
22. teams. Marblehead won 
the Division 4 Meet with 63 
points, followed by 
Gloucester (97), Melrose 
(108) and Pembroke (109). 

The Girls team finished in 
18th place out of 22 teams. 
‘Nauset won the meet with 
'103' points followed by 
Marblehead, Pembroke and 
‘Westwood for the top four. 

‘“The top four teams in each 
‘division from 1-through as 
well as a wildcard team 
from the first three divisions 
‘and the last three divisions 
‘advance to this weekend's 
‘All-State Meet to be held at 
‘Franklin Park in Boston. 
‘Neither of the Wilmington 
teams or individuals quali- 
fied for that meet, thus end- 
‘ing their seasons. 

-“Girls' Coach Tom Bradley 
‘announced his retirement 
after the meet, and Boys 

Coach Brian Schell will most 
likely have a bigger role 
‘come next year ... but if 
there is a next year as both 
programs are struggling 
mightily with numbers. That 
includes being denied a 
waiver before the season 
Started to allow middle 
school kids to join. 

“Our numbers are a big 
problem,” said Schell. 
“Judging through the middle 
school kids who we tried to 
hhaye on the team, we only 
had one eighth grader and 
I'm not even sure. if. he'll be 
out.for the team next year so 
ahay not have any freshmen. 
‘Numbers are getting lower 
‘and lower and it's tough to 
compete with (the other 


‘WHS teams like) soccer. I'm 


‘cohcerned. I am concerned. 
-s“Somehow we have to 

reach out to the middle 
‘school kids and get a pro- 
‘gram going like some of the 
‘surrounding towns do like 
‘Melrose and Wakefield. I 
‘know Wakefield has over one 
hundred kids and you look at 
‘their teams and that's why 
‘teams like that do so well 
‘every year at the divisional 
‘and state meets. They are 
‘the teams that compete to 
make the all-state meets as 
‘a team. It definitely con- 
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cerns me as we only have 
one sophomore and one 
freshman on this year's 
team. 

“The numbers are definite- 
ly dwindling. We need to find 
someway to get officially 
approved by the superin- 
tendent to help us out and 
allow the middle school kids 
to help us out. I hope eventu- 
ally it will happen. because 
once those kids come up and 
develop as student-athletes, 
good things come out of it.” 

Bradley echoed those 
thoughts, and said it will be 
a huge challenge to keep 
these programs running, lit- 
erally. 

“The season was a tough 
one,” said Bradley. “Last 
year we were 2-5 and that 
was our first losing record in 
eight years. This year was 
worse at 1-6. We had no 
depth at all. My successor 
will have a challenge to get 
more and better runners on 
the team.” 

Despite the low numbers, 
the members of both teams 
ran very well and again put 
their best efforts forward. 
Starting with the boys, Chris 
Maienza ran his final race 
and came in 65th overall 
with a time of 18:08.7. He 
was followed by junior Conor 
Bailey (90th, 18:35.1), senior 
Kevin Dunn (107th, 19:00.5), 
senior Dan Bell (124th, 
19:28.0), sophomore Jason 
Dunn (146th, 20:03.9) and 
juniors Andrew Hanlon 
(147th, 20:29.8) and Jack 
Stanford (151st,.21:10.2). 

“T thought the kids did awe- 
some,” said Schell. “They 
all had personal records 
today. Chris had a little 
mishap at the two mile mark 
so he just missed out on fin- 
ishing at 18 minutes, but 
that's alright. He finished at 
18:08. Conor (Bailey) and 
Kevin (Dunn) did well and 
everyone had a_ personal 
record today. 

“Everything was good and 
everything the kids worked 
for this whole season paid 
off. They put it together on 
the day that it mattered the 
most, the divisional champi- 
onship meet so that's good.” 

Maienza, Kevin Dunn and 
Bell will all be leaving the 
program, leaving just three 
current juniors, one sopho- 
more and one freshman, and 
perhaps no incoming fresh- 
men.

Bradley coached the boys 
and girls cross-country 
teams since 1997, and also 
was the outdoor girls track 
coach up until three years 
ago and spent 15 years as the 
girls'indoor coach. 

He* coached a number of 
really: good athletes here at 
WHS: ‘between cross- country 
and track, most notably Dan 
Vassallo, Chris Murray and 
John < Gillis on the boys' side, 
and Hall of Famer Laura 
Winns as well as sisters 
Becky and Michaela Rufo, 
sisters Natalie and Sydnee 
Russo, Jackie Mello, 
Michelle Brush, Ali Lyman 
and: ‘more recently Callie 
O'Connell, Kelly Hartsough 
and Alex Bischoff to name a 
few, on the girls' side. 

“Tom has a great personal- 
ity and is a very knowledge- 
able coach,” said Harrison. 
“He is always organized. 
He's dedicated and he runs a 
good meet. He worked very 
hard to promote his pro- 
grams.” 

. When Bradley took over as 
the cross-country coach - 
just several years after the 
'Jegendary Frank Kelley 
retired - he took over a pro- 
gram which had just three 


runners on the team, until 
captain Cheryl Lecesse and 
Barbara Tate went out and 
recruited a few of their 
friends and the team had the 
minimum five runners. 

“That first year did feature 
the 'Little Team that Could’. 
The year before I started the 
team had four girls and a 
team needs five to score a 
meet. Two girls from the 
year before did not run my 
first year,” said Bradley. 
“The two returning runners, 
Cheryl Lecesse and Barbara 
Tate, pulled out all the stops 
and found three other girls to 
join them. 

“They only won one meet 
but they gave it their best 
and really supported each 
other. Numbers have always 
been an issue.” 

Bradley was instrumental 
in getting a middle school 
program started, and organ- 
izing middle school meets. 
That. was very important as 
it kicked up interest from the 
seventh and eighth graders - 
including O'Connell, who 
was one of the program's all- 
time best runners as an 
eighth grader - and that 
allowed the program to con- 
tinue. | 

“Coach Bradley is a good 
guy and he's been a good 
coach to the kids over the 
years,” said Schell, who ran 
from Bradley and graduated 
in 2004. “I know just like the 
boys now, the girls team in 
2005 had maybe three or four 
girls and he had to go out 
and get that waiver to allow 
the middle school kids to be 
allowed to compete and that 
kept the varsity girls pro- 


gram going. 
“Then the program grew. 
He picked up _ Callie 


O'Connell and in the past 
kids like the Russo sisters, 
Ali Lyman and he has a cou- 
ple of girls now who have 
been on the team coming 
from the middle school pro- 
gram and it definitely helped 
the program grow. 

“Bradley has meant a lot to 
the kids. He helped the pro- 
gram grow and they would- 
n't have a program in gener- 
al if it wasn't for him. He 
works the kids, he makes it 
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fun for them and he's just a 
very low-key guy. He doesn't 
do anything over the top. He 
knows that with our num- 
bers, you don't need to nec- 
essarily have to kill the kids 
if you lose to Burlington or a 
team like that.” 

After that 1997 season, 
Bradley had his work cut out 
for him to re-establish the 
program. The program ele- 
vated in the following years 
behind Brush and others, 
before the numbers dwindled 
back down in 2004 where the 
team: had to forfeit three 
meets. 

The following year the 
team added the middle 
school programs and _ that 
started a run of seven 
straight winning records and 
numbers reaching to the 
upper teens. But recently the 
numbers are down again for 
both programs, girls and 
boys. 

“The boys had 18 kids or so 
in my first year and now as I 
leave they are tight with 
numbers. It is a tough prob- 
lem,” he said. 

Despite the lack of consis- 
tent numbers, former runner 
said 
Bradley always made _ it 
enjoyable to be part of the 
program. 

“Coach Bradley is an amaz- 
ing person and coach,” said 
Hubbard, who is now a soph- 
omore and running for 
Emerson College. “I was for- 
tunate enough to have him 
as a coach for cross-country, 
winter track and spring 
track throughout most of my 
high school running career 
and I would not have wanted 
it any other way. From the 
moment I met him you could 
always tell the most impor- 
tant thing. to him was the 
team and its happiness. 

“One of my favorite things 
about coach Bradley is that 
he always welcomed with 
open arms all runners of all 
abilities to the team. He 
made what could have been 
a stressful and over competi- 
tive sport a very positive and 
team-oriented one where 
everyone enjoyed _ them- 
selves. 

“A great thing about Mr. 
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Bradley was that he helped 
each athlete set goals 
throughout their track sea- 
sons and then helped them in 
every way possible’ to 
achieve them.” 

Before coming to WHS in 
1997, Bradley had quite the 
sports and academic back- 
ground. He grew up in 
Brooklyn, New York and was 
in the first graduating class 
of Nazareth High School. He 
said the school opened in 
1962 to accommodate Baby 
Boomers hitting high school 
and Xaverian Brothers ran 
this school for 1,500 boys. 
There Bradley played base- 
ball for four years and bas- 
ketball for one season, his 
junior year. 

During that one basketball 
season, his team was fortu- 
nate to play a game in the 
old Madison Square Garden 
in a preliminary contest 
before a New York Knicks 
game. Bradley said the game 
was very close and unfortu- 
nately he didn't get to play. 

After high school, Bradley 
went to the Military 
Academy at West Point. He 
was nominated by then 
Senator Robert Kennedy. 
There he made the Plebe 
(Freshmen) Baseball team. 


While playing baseball, 
Bradley met a number of dif- 
ferent Major League 


Baseball Players who played 
exhibition games at. the 
school, including Yogi Berra, 
who once ate lunch at the 
same table as Bradley and 
his teammates. 

Bradley did five years of 
active duty with the Army 


and during that time he © 


started coaching with the 
youth basketball programs 
on each of his stops during 
his five years. 

Around that time, Bradley 
met his wife Marianne, who 
grew up in Queens, New 
York. The two of them have 
been married for 43 years 
now. The couple lived in a 
number of different places 
between the Panama Canal 
Zone, Maryland 
Michigan before settling in 
Massachusetts.. They have 
four children - Vin, Brian, 
Erin and’*Meghan - and now 
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Tom Bradley retired after Saturday’s Divisional Meet. |] 
spent 17 years in the programs. 
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seven grandchildren. 

Throughout that time of 
settling in Massachusetts, 
Bradley served as_ the 
Freshmen Baseball Coach at 
Lincoln-Sudbury before get- 
ting the position here as the 
Boys and Girls Cross 
Country Coach in 1997. 

In addition to that, he also 
served as the Methuen 
Indoor Track Coach and the 
JV Girls Basketball Coach at 
Notre Dame Academy in 
Tyngsboro for a number of 
years. 

Bradley now leaves coach- 
ing totally, including the two 
programs at WHS. 

“My fondest memories are 
of student-athletes that 
worked hard to be the best 
they could be,” he said. “I 
had a lot of fun along the 
way and hope they did also. 
We had a middle school 
cross-country team for eight 
or nine years and a youth 
spring track team for six or 
seven years and both pro- 
grams were again a lot of 
fun. 

“T enjoyed greatly working 
with the other coaches that 
worked hard with cross- 
country, winter and spring 
track.’ Meghan ~Estrada,

were terrific. 

“It was also a pleasure, to 
work with Mike Kinney, 
Brian Schell, Rick Barry, and 
Frank Kelly (from the boys' 
programs).

It has been quite the couple 
of weeks for Landmark High 
School junior Kevin 
Richardson and his team- 
mates with the Landmark 
Cross Country team. 

On consecutive weekends, 
Richardson, one of the co- 
captains of the team, helped 
lead his teammates to huge 
wins in meets against some 
of the best competition in all 
of New England. 

Most recently, the Vikings 
captured the championship 
at the NEPSTA Division IV 
Cross Country 
Championships on Sunday at

It was the first ever 
New England championship

Richardson covered the 
five kilometer course in a 
time of 18:18, good once 
again for third on the team 
and sixth overall. 

The success in these big 
meets should have come as 
no surprise, as the Vikings 
had finished the regular sea- 


son undefeated, placing sev- 


eral All-Stars, including 
Richardson this year in the 
EIL league and New 


England meets. 

Four of their team mem- 
bers, including Richardson, 
have also qualified to go to 
the New England 
Preparatory Schools Track 
Association All- Star Cross 
Country Meet on Saturday, 
November 15 St. Marks

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Hall of Fame Inductee 


Rappoli made the most | 
of her natural abilities

Lauren Rappoli has always 
been an extremely gifted 
athlete. But what made her 
such an elite athlete is she 
took that God-given talents 
and worked absolutely 
relentlessly on becoming 
the best she could no matter 
the sport. Name it - softball, 
soecer or basketball, she 
can play. She proved that 
during her tremendous four 
years of athletics at 
Wilmington High School 
thus her entrance in the 
school's Athletic Hall of 
Fame was an easy slam 
dunk. 

Rappoli grew up in a very 
athletic household. Her 
Dad, uncles and several 
cousins all had outstanding 
baseball careers, including 
some at the professional 
level, her brother Ryan was 
a real good Wildcat. pitcher 
himself. 

‘Lauren was one of those 
very rare athletes - the ones 
who not only could excel in 
any sport she played, but 
was versatile. If you needed 
her;to play center field, 
catcher or shortstop in soft- 
ball, she was your No. 1 
choice. You needed her to 
‘get a goal in soccer, or play 
midfield and send the ball 
‘up-to someone else, she was 
- syour No. 1 choice. You need- 
ed her to dribble the ball 
and start the offense as a 
(point guard, or be the shoot- 
jing guard, she was your No. 
1; choice. 

} “Lauren was a very large 
spart of the success for every 
team that she played for,” 
said soccer coach Sue 
‘Hendee. “She was very, 
‘very -instrumental in the 
team's success. She was a 
matiiral athlete who worked 
_ very hard, loved being on 
(the ‘team and was a good 
team player. 

“Lauren always had the 
technical skills and the abil- 
ity to see the entire field. I 
still remember Lauren in 
_tournament game 
against Wakefield scoring 
all three of our goals.” 

Rappoli graduated in 2004 
‘and earned 11 varsity letters 
during her career. It would 
‘have been 12 but she elected 
not to play basketball during 
her senior year so she could 
‘concentrate in softball and 
‘soceer, two sports she ended 
up playing in college, until a 
‘bad ankle injury ended her 
soccer playing days. 

‘During her Wildcat soccer 
days, Rappoli was named a 
Cape Ann League All- 
‘Conference player as a sen- 
ior, helping the team to its 
‘first league title, and she 
was also named to the 
‘Lowell Sun’ and Harry 
Agganis All-Star teams. 

‘In basketball, the team 
‘didn't have as much suc- 
cess, still she played three 
years and was the team's 
‘leading scorer as a sopho- 
‘more, before being shifted to 
‘point guard asa junior. 

“In{softball she helped lead 
the’ team to four straight 
league titles, while playing 
three different positions. 
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She was a two-time Cape 
Ann League All-Conference 
selection, a two-time Lowell 
Sun All-Star, a Boston Globe 
All-Star, while she also was 
named the Globe Phelp's 
Female Scholar Award win- 
ner, the Italian American 
Award for Outstanding 
Female Athlete and of 


‘course she was named the 


Town Crier's Female 
Athlete of the Year. 

Rappoli admitted that she 
hoped one day she would be 
inducted, but didn't know 
for sure. 

“Growing up, I centered 
my life around athletics,” 
she said. “I aspired to be 
the best athlete I could be 
and when I got to high 
school I always hoped I 
would leave a mark in some 
way. .Being inducted into 
the Hall of Fame is the per- 
fect ending to my WHS ath- 
letic career. I've definitely 
had many moments of 
curiosity over the past ten 
years as to whether or not I 
would get nominated, hop- 
ing that someday I would 
receive that call.” 

She did get that call from 
Hall of Fame Committee 
Member Jack Cushing, who 


' knew Rappoli since she was 


a little girl watching her 
father Richie play in the 
Adult: Softball Leagues on 
the same field she excelled 
on years later. 

“J received a call from 
a very familiar voice, letting 
me know that not only had I 
been nominated, but that 
the. board had decided I 
would be inducted in this 
year's class,” she said. “ 
Having Jack as the messen- 
ger was absolutely perfect. 

“It made me proud to know 
that something I worked so 
hard at would be acknowl- 
edged and remembered for 
years to come. I may have 
even cried a little-I definite- 
ly did. It's an absolute honor 
to be put into the same cate- 
gory as some of the other 
athletes who have already 
been inducted, and will be 
inducted this year.” 

You could make an argu- 
ment of which sport Rappoli 
was better at, softball or 
soccer, but really who. cares 
because in the big. picture 


‘She was equally as dominate 


in both. She made the varsi- 
ty soccer team as a fresh- 
man and played all four 
years as a midfielder/for- 
ward. The team struggled 
for consistency through her 
first three years before it 
was all mixed together into 
a season, 2003, which no one 
will forget. 

“It was incredibly frustrat- 
ing to know that you had a 
team full of talent but just 
couldn't. seem to pull it 
together,” she said, refer- 
ring to her junior season 
back in 2002. “It didn't seem 
to matter though because it 
was still so much fun to be a 


‘part of that group of girls. 


Nine of us had played 
together since we were ten 
or eleven years old and to be 
playing together in high 
school was always a blast. 
“Then we seemed to make 
things click our senior year.

We had always had the tal- 
ent there, just needed it to 
come together and start 
scoring more goals. We had 
a starting lineup of primari- 
‘ly all seniors and we all 
worked pretty well together. 
Playing along side Ashley 
Steenbruggen for so long 
definitely paid off for us. I 
think we connected for a 
good majority of the team's 
goals that year, usually her 
scoring off of my assist - I 
basically used to kick it as 
hard as I could to her and 
somehow she would get her 


. head on it.” 


That. 2003 season, 
Wilmington won the Cape 
Ann League and had a deep 
playoff run. In the team's 
first two playoff wins, 
Rappoli had three assists in 
the first win and then all 
three goals in the dramatic 


3-2 home victory over 
Wakefield. 
“That . game __ against 


Wakefield will always stand 
out in my mind,” she said. “I 


_just wanted that win so 


badly. We were down 2-0 
with ten minutes left before 
halftime and I managed to 
connect on a pass from 
Ashley. 

“With about two minutes 
left in the half, I shot from 
outside the '18 yard line and 
got. knocked down. I 
watched it go in from the 
ground and was _ instantly 
surrounded by my team- 
mates. Probably one of the 
best high school memories I 
had. We won that game 3-2 
and I ended up scoring the 
third goal- my only hat trick 
- later in the second half.” 

While it took a while to 
have success on the soccer 
field, it didn't take long at 
all on the softball field. 
Rappoli helped lead the 
team to four straight league 
titles, while losing just 12 
games during that time. 

As a freshman, she was 
the team's center fielder 
and was as gracious and

athletic as a young Leanne 
Harris. She returned to cen- 
ter field during her sopho- 
more season which saw her 
bat .554 on the season. 

As a junior she was moved 
to catcher and was named 
to the Cape Ann League All- 
Conference squad. Then at 
the start of her senior sea- 
son she was moved to short- 
stop, only to come back to 
catcher a few games into 
the season. She was again 
named to the all-conference 
team, while helping the 
team reach the sectional 
semi-finals where it lost that 
epic 18-inning, two-day 


» game to Triton Regional. 


“Softball came somewhat 
naturally “to me,” said 
Rappoli. “I played ball 
since I was five and I 
come from a very baseball 
oriented-family. My father 
was a pretty phenomenal 
pitcher back in the day and 
he taught me everything I 
know. I had a really quick 
swing and I'd like to think I 
was pretty fundamentally 
sound at the plate. I hated 
striking out so I made 
sure to swing at anything 
close, often fouling off many 
pitches before putting the 
ball in play. 

“Of course my skills were 
fine tuned along the way 
and I owe much of that cred- 
it to Jackee Joyce's father 
Kenny Joyce, who unfortu- 
nately lost his battle to can- 
cer this past year. He was 
the one who encouraged me 
to play softball at a higher 
level growing up. 

“The fact that I am being 
inducted with Jackee is only 
fitting seeing that we grew 
up playing together in the 
summer even though she 
was from North Reading. 
Shannon (Fahey) on the 
other hand has been on my 
team since we were eight or 
nine playing on the Astros. 
Having the two of them 
beside me at this banquet 
was an amazing experi- 
ence.” 

After thigh school, Rappoli 
went on to Stonehill College 
where she was the softball 
team's shortstop all four 
years, was a two-time cap- 
tain and a career batting 
average of .306. She gradu- 
ated with a double major in 
Elementary Education and 
Psychology, and is currently 
in her seventh year teaching 
sixth grade math and sci- 
ence in the Brockton School 
system. 

She also coaching at the 
junior high level with soc- 
cer, basketball and _ volley- 
ball at her school, and lives 
in the Brockton area.

“] was amazed and taken 
back because I don't like 
attention or recognition for 
anything,” French - said. 
“And I never thought that 
what I did at Wilmington 
High would be sufficient 
enough to be even thought 
about for the Hall of Fame, 
let alone to be inducted.” 

French -is being far too 
modest of course in his self 
assessment, as almost any- 
body who saw him play can 
tell you. The person who 
had the best seat in the 
house for French’s glory 
years was former Wildcats 
had coach Bob Almeida, and 
he knows what French 
meant to his team, and more 
importantly what it meant 
when he was not in the line- 
up for the critical loss to 
Pentucket. 

“That 2000 team in general 
was the best team I have 
ever coached in 31 years,” 
Almeida said. “Although we 
did have the one blemish 
that year, I think it is fair to 
say that we go undefeated if 
Bobby was able to play in 
that game. We probably 
would have won a Super 
Bowl that year as well. That 
is how much of an impact he 
had on both sides of the ball, 
which is why he was select- 
ed as Player of the Year in 
Division 4. 

“As a running back Bobby 
was the complete package. 
He had great power, balance 
and vision with good speed. 
He also was an outstanding 
blocker and had_ great 
hands. Just a classy back. 
As good as any I’ve had.” 

Of course French’s story 
cannot be told without the 
heartbreak of the separated 
left shoulder injury that cost 
him four games. French suf- 
fered the injury late in a 
blowout win over Amesbury 
with three weeks left on the 
season. Despite his best 
efforts he could not make it 
back on time for Pentucket, 


and was forced to watch 
from the _ sidelines as 
Wildcats came up short by a 
score of 17-13. 

“I didn't want to miss any 
games because my heart, 
and the team was set on 
going undefeated and going 
to the Super Bowl,” French 
said. “But I ended up miss- 
ing two games, one of which 
we needed to win to go to the 
Super Bowl. I hit physical 
therapy hard so I could play 
against Pentucket which 
was the second week after 
my injury but wasn't cleared 
to play until the next week.” 

While there was disap- 
pointment in not qualifying 
for the post season, there 
were still some _ great 
moments for French and his 
teammates the rest of the 
season. 

Despite being forced to 
play the remaining games 
with a harness that was 
strapped to his stomach and 
his bicep because his shoul- 
der wasn't completely 
healed, he continued to dom- 
inate when he returned to 
the field, and that included 
his play on both sides of the 
ball. 

“Defensively, the thing that 
jumps out at you is the way 
he tackled. He was absolute- 
ly a violent defender from 
his strong safety position,” 
Almeida said. “His athletic 
ability enabled him to play 
off blocks, and when he got 
there ball carriers went 
backwards. In his first game 
back, we were concerned 
about his shoulder holding 
up, but we should have been 
more concerned for the 
Hamilton-Wenham ball car- 
riers.” 

French put on another 
great show during the 
Wildcats Thanksgiving Day 
clash with Tewksbury, help- 
ing to lead Wilmington to a 
21-8 victory. Even for a

She is ‘also active ‘in’ the 
substance abuse communi- 
ty, advocating for releasing 
inmates to receive services, 
and works with inmates who 
are in danger of becoming 
homeless upon release to 
find safe housing. 

“After the grant funding 
for my job expired, I moved 
on to the DOC where I really 
enjoy what I do quite a bit,”

she said. “I support and 
train the Correctional 
Program Officers in the 
prisons to lead a releasing 
inmate through their final 
six months of incarceration 
- getting identification, get- 
ting health insurance and 
setting medical appoint- 
ments, finding housing and 
employment, transportation 
- all things everyday people 
take for granted that are 
extremely difficult to navi- 
gate when you have a crimi- 
nal record and may have 
been removed from society 
for several years. 

“T do a lot of work with the 
substance abuse communi- 
ty, since approximately 
eighty percent of inmates 
have an identified substance 
abuse issue. I get to work 
with recovery programs 
who are doing amazing 
work, and I serve as a liai- 
son to ensure the DOC is 
doing their best to make a 
transition that will help the 
person releasing to have a 
safe and healthy transition 
to the community. 

“J also do a lot of work 
finding housing for inmates 
who are at risk of being 
homeless when they release. 
I've had to find places to live 
for people who have done 
horrific things, but in the 
end it is safer for the entire 
community if that person 
has stable housing in a loca- 
tion known to law enforce- 
ment.” 

While she has been busy 
with her job, she also got 
married in the past month. 
Her husband and family 
members were on hand on 
Saturday night, in support 
of her special night. 

“T really have to thank my 
father (Jack),” she said. 
“He had this little blue 
Corolla (car) that many of 
my teammates and friends 
will remember. God. only 
knows how many miles he 
put on that car driving me 
to practice after practice, 
game after game, to tourna- 
ments all over the state and 
to various other states, 
including Virginia.

From the time he was 
young boy playing on the 
fields of the Wilmington 
Youth Soccer League, Ryan 
Fischer has always been a 
versatile player, capable of 
scoring the big goal to win a 
game one day, and then 
coming back the next day to 
make the big save in net to 
preserve another victory. 

His versatility continued 
into high school where for 
his freshman and _ sopho- 
more seasons he attended 
Austin Prep, and had 
tremendous success as a 
midfielder, adjusting to the 
varsity level almost immedi- 
ately and winning Team 
MVP and Catholic Central 
League All-Star honors as 
just a sophomore last season 
when he led the Cougars in 
scoring and was third in the 
Catholic Central in overall 
points. 

At the same time he was 
dominating on the field in 
high school, he was also in 
the midst of a great season 
with the SF Vikings Club 
team where he was starring 
as a defender and a goal- 
keeper. 

But despite all-his success 
Fischer knew he wanted 
even more of a challenge, 
both academically and ath- 


letically, which is why he 


transferred to Phillips 
Academy in Andover for his 
junior season this year, 
where he has continued to 
excel, this time as a full time 
goal keeper for the Big Blue. 

Fischer has been outstand- 
ing all season, starting every 
game and leading the team 
to an 8-3-7 record with Goals 
Against Average of just over 
1.00, including three 
shutouts on the season. 

Fischer knew it would be a 
big challenge transferring to 
Phillips, but he also knew it 
was a challenge he was more 
than ready for. And he is 
hoping that his team contin- 
ues their regular season suc- 
cess into the post season.

The decision to attend

student, Fischer impressed

Academy with not only his 
ability in the net, but also 
with his intelligence. 
“Soccer actually played a 
big role in my transfer to 
Phillips Academy. 
Teammates on my club soc- 
cer team have attended 
Phillips Academy since their 
freshman year, and when 
Phillips needed a goalkeeper 
I was the first person the 
coach. had access to,” 
Fischer said. “One of my 
teammates contacted the 


coach, he scouted me for a. 


few games and encouraged 
me to apply to the school. 
From then on it was purely 
academic. The way Phillips 
works, they do not hand out 
athletic scholarships. You 
can be the best quarterback 
in the state, if you're grades 
aren't up to the standard of 
Phillips Andover, you aren't 
even considered.” 

Fischer’s coach at Phillips, 
Will Orben, is glad that 
Fischer made the decision to 
transfer. 

“Ryan was a very steady 
presence in the net and was 
very disciplined and dedicat- 
ed in training. He comes to 
training every day to get bet- 
ter and makes the most of 
it,” Orben said. “He is a 
model team member, and 
there is no doubt that he has 
improved dramatically over 
the course of the season.” 

As great as the season has 
been for Fischer and his 
teammates, he is still able to 
joke about missing out on 
the glory of being a goal 
scorer. 

“Of course I miss playing 
on the field! The game is 
extremely different when 
stuck in the net. No leading 
goal scorer, no team MVP, 
no league all star, free kicks, 
play making or scoring, just 
an occasional "nice job" if 
you did everything perfect- 
ly,” Fischer said. “That 
being said, nothing beats the

Prescription drug abuse remains in spotlight 


ae forum in Reading 
_,fliscusses opioid abuse

; if there's one theme that 
attendees of the Regional 
Didlogue on Opioid Abuse 
held recently in Reading took 
away with them from the 
event, it's that no community 
is:immune to the problem of 
drug abuse. 

+ The dialogue, presented by 
State Sen. Jason Lewis, the 
Reading Coalition Against 
Substance Abuse (RCASA) 
and the Mystic Valley Public 
Health Coalition, was held as 
Reading and surrounding 
-- €ommunities throughout the 
- Middlesex East readership 
: area battle opioid abuse. The 
large 
turnout of elected officials, 


-. police officers, relatives of 


- those dealing with addiction, 


-. and health care workers from 


communities throughout the 
region. 

-+ "We're really not getting to 
answers yet, but that’s part of 
the process," said Erica 
McNamara, director of the 
Reading Coalition of 
Substance Abuse, after atten- 
dees took part in three rounds 
of questions and “information 
harvesting," presented in a 
"World Café" format. 


The format featured atten- 
dees moving from table to 
table, joinng different sub- 
groups, to discuss different 
areas of the opioid crisis. A 
recurring theme discussed 
throughout the night was the 
need to remove the stigma 
society often places on those 
who suffer from drug addic- 
tions. 

"We need to address this as 
a health issue," McNamara 
said, adding that drug addic- 
tion is "complicated, it’s 
messy," and the behaviors of 
an addict can easily upset 
someone, making it difficult to 
sympathize with them. 

"We have to think how to 
get help to make them a con- 
tributing member of society," 
McNamara said. 

She said it is also hard for 
people to support families 
affected by substance abuse. 

"With cancer or heart dis- 
ease, we know to bring a 
casserole," McNamara said. 
"With substance abuse, we 
don’t know what to do." 

Penelope Funaiole, Mystic 
Valley Opioid Abuse preven- 
tion coordinator, said that 
while opiate abuse is an indi- 
vidual problem, "We need to 
find a way to make a system

change." 

Funaiole said her organi- 
zation’s first priority is saving 
lives. She stresses that it is 
necessary not only to train 
fire and police in recognizing 
overdoses and the use of 
Narean (a drug used to 
reverse the effects of an over- 
dose), but she also wants to 
begin to educate families, 
friends, witnesses, businesses 
and drug users as well. 

According to Funaiole, it's 
important to stress if someone 
goes to the emergency room 
to be treated for a drug over- 
dose, they shouldn't just be 
sent back out onto the street. 

"We need: a case manager 
following them," said 
Funaiole. 

Funaiole explained that 
families in crises are not 
capable of acting like case 
managers for relatives.. 

Funaiole said officials need 
to work with opioid pre- 
scribers to show them that if 
they stop prescribing to some- 
one they suspect may be abus- 
ing the drugs, the user will 
likely turn to heroin, an even 
bigger cause of overdose. She 
said prescribers should work 
to help the individual get 
needed help.

Interstellar is the wildest 

ride you will take in movies 
this year, and star Matthew 
McConaughey wants you to 
climb on board his space- 
ship and hold on tight.

about after Gov. Deval 
Patrick declared opioids a 
public health emergency. 
Lewis said it should supply an 
additional $20 million for 
recovery programs, in an 
effort to provide better care 
and take down. barriers to 
treatment. The need for prior 
approval for substance abuse 
treatment would be eliminat- 
ed, and prescription. drug 
monitoring and insurance 
coverage would be improved. 

"Hopefully, these actions 
at the state level will help," 
Sen. Lewis said. "I know there 


is much more to be done." 
McNamara also said there 


is no,easy solution to the issue 
of substance abuse. 

"There is no quick fix," 
said McNamara. 

The Mystic Valley Public 
Health Coalition - made up of 
Melrose, Medford, Malden, 
Stoneham, Wakefield and 
Reading - is currently in the 
second phase of a three-year 
grant from the _ state 
Department of Public 
Health’s Bureau of Substance 
Abuse Service. 

In 2012 DPH awarded the 
group $100,000 per year for 
three years to help reduce the 
number of overdoses, improve 
the response to overdoses 
when they do occur and curb 
the misuse of prescription opi- 
oids. 

The grant could be extend- 
ed to seven years, if enough 
funding exists. 

Opioids include heroin and

The local research sup- 
ported an existing belief that 
prescription opioids are a 
gateway drug to heroin. 

Drug overdose was respon- 
sible for 41,340 deaths in the 
US in 2011. US overdose 
deaths have increased for 12 
successive years. In 2011, and 
for the fourth year in a row, 
the number of US. citizens 
whose deaths were drug-relat- 
ed exceeded the number of 
fatalities in road traffic acci- 
dents (33,561). Almost five 
people per hour died of over- 
dose in the US in 2011. 

In 2012 there were 668 resi- 
dents who died of an uninten- 


‘tional Opioid overdose in 


Massachusetts. 
Opiates include illegal 
drugs such as heroin. Opioid 


refers to prescription medica-: 


tions such as Oxycontin, 
Hydrocodone, and Percocet. 

In Massachusetts, "more 
people are killed by opioid 
overdoses in Massachusetts 
than by car accidents." 
(OPEN, Overdose & 
Prevention Education 
Network). According to the 
MA Department of Public 
Health, the average rate of 
fatal and non-fatal overdoses 
from opiates in the Mystic 
Valley from 2008-2010 were; 
Malden 62, Medford 55, 
Melrose 17.7, Wakefield 16, 
Stoneham 13.3 and Reading 
11. 

In Reading, opiates killed 
20 people from 2003-2012. Over 
a seven year period, the 
Reading Fire Department 
reports it has responded to 162 
overdose calls. 

RCASA (Reading Coalition 
Against Substance Abuse) 
conducted an audit of 153 
Reading Police cases from 
2012 that involved substances. 
They found that 24% of cases 
involved opiates. In 2012, 59% 
of the 180 Reading residents 
admitted for state substance 
abuse treatment reported 
heroin and other opiate mis- 
use.
